Vhere was a Canadian actor in li'ew York naul(^frent ‘^ough. lie started an assassination 
group the ruurie of wiiich do not noi^ reciill. I have a file on liim, it or both, of v/liat 
lio hiive sent ue mid of wiiat wrote liiia. lie liad asked ixo to aPi^ar at a lae jting of 
3ou»jf kiiid ho liad orgiuiize-l at wluit ^ now ri.-call was /in off-broadway theater downtown 
sotiewliero. I liavo wliat he sent uc on it but tiiat is not iuportant. iifter I six)ke a 

woLian >:jr}iapa ly age, pcrh/ips a little youn^^^r, coiog up to uo briefly and said she liad 
30*!etliing very iuportant to tall: to ne about mid would I please leave with her wlion the 
meeting i/as over. 

* We took a cab to her a^iartment, on a wide street, i^erhaps wiili streetcar traclzs, 

‘just west of Central ^^ark, a rather nice apartment and I au conl'ident not inexpensive. 

I thini: she said slie was a widow. We liad coffee and tullced. I got the impression pretty 
soon tliat whtitlior or not she x 7 /ts paranoid, as I cauo to suspedt, she v/asn't stable. Slie 
told mu about S^isel mid wanted me to meet him. '^’liis is wliat she tliought was so i;.portaimt. 
Ijf. do not recall uhether I told her I would not or just broke off and had nothing more to 
do with lier after 1 loft. 

ka 1 may liave told you, I did not leai*n wliat Carrison's alleged case was until the

I do not recall t/iu- exact nature of the 
checking on tlds t>iat was ,X3saible for ne but souehov/, when it was too late for ‘Garrison 
to use it, I 8up,x)se, f learned t*.at in fact tliere was a connection between Shaw and tliat 
property, ny jiresent recollection is that Speisel said h <3 was not certain ’which of two 
adjacent building!} it was mid that Sliaw had owned one of th <3 two buildings , tlie

Hy ]X)int is tliat if without oven seeiiig or spo/iking to the guy I would have 
nothing to do v/ith liin, lie liad to be very, very undependable and farout. 

I canVt imj^no any of Crarrison^s lawyers Liaking the decision to use hin in the 
trial, under miy conditions, and I can't ii.iagine tliat he lot then put on tlie stand tlioso 
they alone decided on. I tax confident tliat it is he \/ho uade the decisions to use 
S.x3isel. xliis is not wlrnt he aaya in the book in which I've alre^idy told you I found him 
lying about other tilings. 

as ^ novi recall it(^ the place was on Etiplmiado. Shaw's lionc was less than a block 
frou K^pl/inade, i.liich w.is at riglit-angle:. to the street on i/liich Sliaw lived. Holi; close to 
that street do not no./ recall but I tliink it was pretty cloao. 

Tliere was a tine belor«^hG trial wlien 1 was under the iuprossion that tlioy were 
checking out Sliaw 'a iirolkAty holdings. If tJiey did and roissed this d^ne tlioy did not 
checic V 0 i *7 well. I /m jiretty certain tliat ho did not own tliat building at the tine 
of tlvi trial. 

Ciaiidolfo plioned me last week after he'd returned from a coupie of weeks in hew 
Orleans \/ith Garrison. He siiid he'd mail mo the book the next day. ns of today it did 
not come. He also told he'd ^^t Oarrison to phone no tomon’ow. I do not expect it 
because ^ do not believe; that ^arrison weuit.j to talk to ne. I'n merely curious and 
have no ^rreat interest in talidjig to him. I am inclined to bv/lieve that his closeness to 
Oa.‘idolfo comes from tlwi fact tliat '^andolfo lias a mailing list [ with i/liich ho app^jars to 
have sold quite a few copi^/S for t^arrison^s publisher J and the reasonable certainty tliat 
Uarilsou doo;. not exix3Ct i:.uch hulp, ii' wiy, frou tiost (U'iticia.If any. 
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iVi.iit*3 iiirl-fi'ieiiii, Carol *'ackso 2 i, did tlio LJJ vdth Oswald's body, holdiju; the 
rifle, pictui’e I liavo oi. zivt porch door, 

1 liavo no separate Jpcisel file. liave about six inxlies on the 3haw trial but 
no se.iarate file on him. 

i’lieue are in th.; bjisoiuout and tliia was about all tlio staiidiii^j I was up to.
